Court Plaster on Face. | 

The court plaster was supposed to 
cover marks on the woman's face, 
eaused,. according to her story to the 
police, by a slap which she said Ka- 
jucki gave her, and which provoked 
her to shoot him. None of the wit-. 
nesses at the inquest beheld the al- 
leged biow. 

Frank O'Hare, a detective  ser- 
geant, said that when he saw Ka- 
jucki’s body, the hands were cov- 
ered with old white gloves, soiled 
with coal dust, and that there were 
black marks on Mrs. Bry’'s face, as 
if the gloves had touched it. There 
were also slight abrasions on her lip, 
cheek and forehead, he stated, which 
looked to him like finger prints, as | 
if Kalucki had grasped her. | 

The Kalucki and Brys families. 
use the same back porch. Mrs. Mary | 
Woytus of 1009 Cass avenue test'- 
fed that from the porch she heard. 
“rough speaking’ between Kaluck! | 
and Mrs. Irys, but did not under- 
stand what they were saying be- 
cause she did not know Polish.

T0 CEASE EXTORTION 


Action for Government Control 
Threatened by Two Senators 
Unless Prices Are Cut.

NEW YORK. Nov. 6.—United 
States Senators William M. Calder 
and W. E. Edge, members of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Reconstruction, in 
a joint statement here yesterday, an- 
nounced that “unless the coal in- 
dustry reforms itself and cuts prices 
to a reasonable figure by Dec. 6. 
they will introduce a bill for the

gross extortion on the whole public 
of the United States.”
